IN AREA HARDEST HIT BY QUAKE. SAYS MEDIA REFERENCES, 
POSSIBLY TO LOOTING IN TANGSHAN AREA, ADD TO 
UNCERTAINTY IN FOREIGNERS' MINDS ABOUT WHAT HAPPENING 
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THERE, SINCE EARTHQUAKE. FEELS CHINESE, WITH THEIR 
CONTINUAL STRESS ON POSITIVE EXAMPLES CITIZENS 
SUPPOSED EMULATE, WOULD NOT HAVE BEEN EXPECTED EVEN 
MENTION SUCH PROBLEMS AS SABOTAGE, PARTY BREAKDOWN, 

IF THEY WERE ONLY RARE OR ISOLATED CASES (CSM, WP).

LOFTON (PHINQ) DOES NOT KNOW WHETHER LAUGH OR CRY AT 
US REACTION TO KILLINGS IN JSA. REVIEWS FACTS, 

NESSEN, DOS, HAK STATEMENTS, THAT US WOULD HOLD NK 
RESPONSIBLE FOR ALL CONSEQUENCES. SUGGESTS FACT THAT 
300-MAN QUICK REACTION FORCE, WITH ENORMOUS AIR COVER, 
CUT DOWN POPLAR TREE TWO DAYS LATER MUST HAVE MADE US 
ADVERSARIES AROUND WORLD QUAKE IN BOOTS. DECLARES US 
FAILED "IN MOST COWARDLY WAY" RESPOND TO CHALLENGE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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OF EVENTS IN KOREA.

DMZ. INSTEAD OF WEAKENING SK WITH EUPHORIA, NK SAW 
PARK CONSOLIDATE ALL POWER IN OWN HANDS; AS RESULT, 

BROKE OFF TALKS, THREATENED SEIZE 5 SMALL SK ISLANDS. 

NOTES FEAR OF NK SO PERVASIVE EVEN PARK'S OPPONENTS
